The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After a search and a thorough examination of the present amended application 
and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 2-4, 9, 22, and 25-28 are allowed. 

The prior art of record neither teaches nor fairly suggests in combination 
elements as recited in the applicant's independent claims such as "one or more 
registers each comprising a ring buffer for simultaneously storing a set of a plurality of 
received data points of a corresponding time series, wherein at least one register 
comprises one or more windows each corresponding to a subset of the set of received 
data points of the register's corresponding time series and wherein the subset changes 
with each received data point of the corresponding time series, each window for 
maintaining statistics for the corresponding subset and updating the statistics via online 
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computation to account for data points of the corresponding time series moving into and 
out of the corresponding subset" and "at least one persistent query defines an event 
condition and a payload specification of the defined query and at least one or the event 
condition and the payload specification of the at least one persistent query is a function 
of the statistics maintained by at least one window of at least one of the corresponding 
trigger registers". 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed.
